Ne to Delhi, the 24th February 1971 

SO. 031/IDRA/29B/71/5. ■—In exercise ol the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 2ftB of the Industries (Development and Regulation), Act, 
1951 (85 of 1951), the Central Government hereby makes the following amend¬ 
ments in the notification of the Government of India, in the late Ministry of 
Industrial Development, Internal Trade and Company Affairs (Department of 
Industrial Development) No. S.O. 912/IDRA/29B/70/3, dated the 28th February,

2. The Central Government hereby specifies a period of three months from 
the date of publication of this notification as tbe period after the expiry of which 
no owner of any industrial undertaking engaged in the manufacture or production 
of any article or articles relatable to any of the industries added to the principal 
notification by paragraph 1, shall carry on the business of the undertaking In 
respect of such article or articles, except under 'and in accordance with a licence 
Issued in this behalf by the Central Government and in the case of a State Govern¬ 
ment, except under, and In accordance with the previous permission of the Central 
Government.
